MANY TAXPAYERS 
MAKING ERRORS 
ON TAX RETURNS 


G, C, Hooks, .District. Director 
of Internal Revenue, said today 
that taxpayers are making a 
number of errors -on the new 
streamlined. form 1040, One of 
the main problems, Hooks ad- 
vised, is that taxpayers dare fail- 
ing to list their dependents on 
Page 2, This could be the.re- 


‘sult of changing the place for 


listing -some dependents from 
Page 1 to Page 2, Hooks‘said. 

' This-is the largest single mis- 
take being make by taxpayers in 
filing ‘their 1961 income tax re- 
turns so far. Hooks said that if 
the taxpayers would read the 
form. just "a little bit closer’, 
many taxpayers would not have 
to be contacted in order to prop- 
erly file their tax returns, 

Hooks further stated that, ap- 
proximately 6 per cent of the re- 
turns being filed comtain math- 
ematical errors in addition and 
subtraction; that those taxpayers 
who.are subject to self-employ- 
ment tax are not listing the type 
of business they are in on their 
SE schedule which is attached 
to form 1040-C and 1040-F, 

One other type of error that 
taxpayers are making is that 
they are listing business income 
on the short card Form 1040-A, 
Only those taxpayers who have 
income from salaries and other 
wages ‘and not more ‘than $200 
income from dividends and in- 
trest and a total income of less 
than $10,000 are eligible to use 
the short form, However, those 
taxpayers who desire to claim 
sick pay exclusion or dividends 
receivéd credit or other type 
exclusions ‘stiould consult, .the 
Form 1040-A instructions ‘be- 
fore using this form.
